T  N  general;  as  might  have  J)cen  expec- 
*  te<l  in  fuch  grtat  commercial  coim- 
trics,  the  propolal  for  fluitting  up  the

'  ing  been  much  abiifed  for  the  private 
g-iin  of  individuals)  was' rcccK'cd  with 
great  ferioufncfs,  hefitatidn, '  and  .^Id* 
nets;  and  confidered  as  *  the  laft  defpe- 
rate  refort,  when  all  other  means  of  Fe-  ' 
drefs  Ihoiild  fail. “  In  other  refpe^ts,  u- 
pon  the  arrival  of  thcTjews  from  Bollon, 
moderation  was,  little 'thought*  of  any

Be- 
fides  the  compliments  ciiftoihaFy.  ppoh 
theft  occafions,  a  declaration  of  the 
llrong  hopes  which  ibey  hadTounded  u- 
pbn  the  generalV  public  and  private  eba- 
raaer,  and  a  difiVqwal,  as  to  tliemfclvcs, 
of  all*  ladriefa  violences*  they  Jamented# 
•that  a  difcretiohary'power  was  hot  M- 
ged  in  his  hands,* to  reltore  trade  to'lts 
former  courfe,  immediatety,  uposi-the 
terms  of  the  late  law  being  ftilly  com¬ 
plied  with ;  and  Ihewed,  that  as  the  ait 
ftcKKl  at  prefent,  ftotwithdanding  the 
molt  immediate  compliance,  fo  much 
time  would  be  loft  before  his  favourable 
account  of  their  conduct  could  reach 
the  king  and  cduncil,  and  produce  the 
wi(hed-foreflrcf^,*as  would  involve  them 
iir  unfptakable  mlftry,  and  they  feared 
in  total  ruin. 

A  few  days  aFter,  an 'addrefs  from  the 
ebuncH  was  prefented  to  the  gote#pt?r, 
whivh  contained  fonse  very  ftvere  reftec- 
tlons'bn  his  two  immediate prfdcccITors, 
to  wbofc  machinations,  both  in  concert 
and  apart,  that  body  attributed  the  ori* 
^  'O  b 
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gin  and  progrcfs  of  the  difunion  be- , 
twet-n  Great  Uritain  and  her  colonies, 
and  all  the  calamities  that  alTlieted  that 
province.  They  declared,  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  claimed  no  more  than  the  rights  of 
Englilhmen,  without  diminution  or  a- 
bridgment  ;  and  thefe,  as  it  was  the  in- 
Llifpentihle  duty  of  that  b«»ard,  fo  it 
ihould  be  their  ctmftant  endeavour  to 
maintain,  to  the  utmof\  of  their  power, 
in  perfed  conliftence  however  with  the 
trucit  loyalty  to  the  crown,  the  jull  pre- 
rt)gative  of  which  they  would  ever  be 
zealous  ti)  fupport. 

I'his  addrefs  was  rejeded  by  the  go¬ 
vernor,  who  would  not  fuffer  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  to  proceed  any 
further,  when  he  had  read  the  part 
which  relleded  on  his  predeceUbrs. 
He  ailcrwa’-ds  returned  an  auAver  to 
the  council  in  writing,  in  which  he  in¬ 
formed  them,  that  he  could  not  receive 
an  addrefs  which  contained  indecent  rc- 
flcdions  on  his  predccenbrs,  who  had 
been  tried  and  honourably  acquitted  by 
the  privy  council,  and  their  ct)ndud  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  king.  'J'hat  he  confidcrcd 
the  addrefs  as  an  infiilt  upon  his  ma- 
jefty,  and  the  lords  of  the  privy  council, 
and  an  afi'iont  to  himfelf. 

The  houfe  of  reprefentatives,  upon 
their  meeting  at  Salem,  palled  a  rcfolu- 
tion,  in  which  they  declared  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  a  general  meeting  of  commit¬ 
tees  from  the  fevcral  ct)Ionies,  an<l  fpe- 
cilicd  J^e  purpoles  which  rendered  fiich 
meeting  necelTaiy.  lly  another,  they 
appointed  five  gentlemen,  of  thofe  who 
hatl  been  moft  remarkable  in  oppofition, 
as  a  committee  to  reprefent  that  pro¬ 
vince.  And  by  a  thiial,  they  voted  the 
fuinofrool.  to  the  fa  id  committee,  to 
enable  tlum  to  difeharge  the  important 
truO  to  which  they  were  appointed. 

As  neither  this  .ipptnntment,  nor  dif- 
pofal  t)f  the  public  mdney,  could  be  at 
all  agreeable  to  the  governor,  he  accor¬ 
dingly  refufed  his  concurrence  to  the 
falter;  upon  which  thean'embly  paHVda 
n  lolntion,  to  recommend  to  the  fevcral 
t  )wns  and  diftritfts  within  the  piovincc, 

raife  the  fald  ccol.  by  etputable  pro- 
portione,  aerortling  to  the  laft  provin¬ 
cial  t.ix  :  A  rt  commendati(m,  which,  at 
prefenl,  had  all  the  force  of  a  law. 

The  atfembly  fort  feting  that  their 
dlOolution  was  at  hand,  were  determin-. 
ed  to  give  the  people  a  public  teflimnny 
of  thrir  opinitms,  and  under  the  title  rf

their  condu^,  which  they  knew  would  ! 
be  more  pundually  complied  with  than 
the  politive  injunrtions  of  laws.  They'  I 
accordingly  paffed  a  declaratory  rciblu- 
tion,  expreflTive  of  their  fenfe  of  the  ftate 
of  public  affairs,  and  of  the  defigiM  of 
government,  in  which  they  advanced^ 
that  they,  with  the  other  American  co* 
Ionics,  had  long  been  flruggling  under  • 
the  heavy  hand  of  power ;  and  that  their 
dutiful  petitions  for  the  redrefs  of  in¬ 
tolerable  grievances  had  not  only  been 
difregarded,  but  that  the  defign  totally 
to  alter  the  free  conftitution  and  civil  go¬ 
vernment  in  Britilh  America,  to  efta- 
blilh  arbitrary  governments,  and  to  re¬ 
duce  the  inhabitants  to  flavery,  appear¬ 
ed  more  and  more  to  he  fixed  and  de¬ 
termined.  They  then  recommended  in 
the  ftrongell  terms  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  province,  totally  to  renounce  the 
confumption  of  India  teas,  and,  as  far  as 
in  them  lay,  to  difeontinne  the  ufc  of  a!l 
goods  imported  from  the  Eaft  Indfes  and 
Great  Britain,  until  the  public  grievan¬ 
ces  of  America  fhould  be  radically  and 
totally  redrefTed.  And  the  more  fully 
to  carry  this  efiential  purpofe  into  ei- 
fe^l,  it  was  ftrongly  recom amended,  that 
.they  fhould  give  every  poflij/fe  encou¬ 
ragement  to  the  nianufai^tniTS  of  Ame¬ 
rica.  ■  \  .Aw. 

I'hough  the  committee  tkat  was  ap-  j 
pointed  to  condud  this  bufinefs  codea- 
voiired  to  carry  it  on  with  the  greateft 
privacy,  t!,jc  governor  notwithftanding 
obtained  fomc  intelligence  of  it,  and,  on 
the  very  day  upon  which  they  made  their 
report,  he  fent  his  fccrctary  to  pro¬ 
nounce  their  immediate  diflblulion. 
The  fecretary,  upon  his  arrival,  finding 
the  door  locked,  fent  the  houfe- meflen* 
ger, to  acquaint  the  fpeaker,  that  he*  had 
a  mefl'ace  from  the  governor,  and  de* 
fircil  admittance  to  deliver  it.  The 
fpeaker,  in  fomc  timei  rcturnc<>for  an- 
fwer,  that  he  had  acquainted  the  houfe 
with  the  meffage  he  had  received,  and 
that  their  orders  were  to  keep  the  door 
faff.  Upon  this  refufal  of  admittjmce, 
the  fecretary  caufed  pi  oclamation  to  be 
madr  [June  17.],  upon  tl'C  flairs,  of  the 
dilbdution  of  the  geneial  afTernWy.** 
Such  was  the  ifiue  of  the  fir.al  cofdeH

Nothing  cm  be  conceived  more  grand 
and  rotnaiuic  than  the  Gtnation  of  the 
caflle — Here  grandeur  and  beauty  pre- 
fent  thcmfelves  alternately  to  the  eye. 

On  tlic  fouth  tide  you  behold  the  new 
town,  and  a  v.ift  tra<ff,  bi>th  of  hill  and 
dale,  beautifully  interfperfed  on  the  op- 
|>olite  fide  of  Lochfine. 

On  the  north  fide  a  very  high,  deep, 
and  rocky  hill  prel'ents  itlVlf  to  the  view, 
covered  from  top  to  bottom  with  the 
greatefl  variety  of  trees.  This  hill  is 
called  I)u/jqua:cb^  and  there  is  a  tower 
built  on  the  top  of  it. 

On  the  wc.^  fide  you  behold  the 
greateft  variety  of  woods,  extending 
themfclves  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach  ; 
and  towards  the  call  there  is  a  profpcdf 
of  part  of  Lochfine,  anil  Alps  rifing 
upon  Alps  clofe  the  magnificent  feene. 

Nothing,  in  niy  opinion,  could  he 
better  fuiled  to  tl^r  nature  of  that  place 
than  a  houfe  in  the  Gothic  tafte,  as  an 
elegant  building  would  be  ridiculous  in 
fuch  a  wild,  nmnnlic  country. 

“  The  profufe  variety  of  wild  and 
grand  olve^^ls  about  Inverary  (fays  Lord 
Kaimes,  in  his  Llcments  of  Criticifm) 
demanded  a  houfe  in  the  Gothic  form  ; 
and  every  one  ir.uft  approve  the  talte  of 
the  proprietor,  in  adjuring,  fo  finely  as 
lie  ban  done,  the  appearance  of  his  houfe 
to  that  of  the  country  where  it  is  pla¬ 
ced.** 

I'liere  is  nothing  about  Tnvrrary  that 
nttv.<5ts  the  notice  of  a  Granger  fo  much 
as  Ounquai^h  (which  I  obferved  was  fi- 
tnated  to  the  north  of  the  cafile).  The 
f  ree  of  this  hill  is  ama7ing’y  flrep,  and 
it  feeius  at  a  difinr.cc  to  overhang  the 
cifile  :  but  there  is  a  road  made  on  the

There  are  fo  many  other  beautiful 
feenes  about  Inverary,  that  recolledtoo 
cannot  diftinguilh  them,  fo  as  to  be  able 
to  give  a  particular  defeription  of  each. 

The  adjacent  country,  however,  is 
very'  poor,  thinly  inhabited,  and  little 
cultivated ;  but  the  great  attention 
which  is  now  given  to  the  breeding  of 
lliccp,  and  for  which  that  country  is 
well  adapted,  has  made  great  alterations 
there  within  thefe  few  years  ;  and  I  find 
that  the  duke  has  encouraged  it,  by  fet* 
ting  up  a  woolen  manufactory  at  love* 
rary. 

I'his  will  be  a  vaft  advantage  to  the 
county,  as  it  will  afford  a  convenient 
market  for  their  wool,  and  give  bread 
to  many  poor  people.  If  this  mano&c- 
tory  goes  on  fucccfsfully,  and  if  the  her¬ 
ring  filhing  Ihould  begin  again  on  Loch- 
fine,  Inverary  might  foon  be  a  thriving 
place. 

And  here  I  cannot  do  fufheient  juftice 
to  his  grace  the  duke  of  Argylc's  patrio¬ 
tic  fpirit.  He  has  contributed  very  li* 
l»eral!y  to  get  comfortable  roadi  iBade 
through  Argylefliire.  Moft  of  the  hoafes 
in  the  new  town  of  Inverary  have  bee*i 
built  at  his  grace’s  expencc.  His 
cies,  and  the  vaft  improvements  he  i* 
carrying  on  about  his  own  feat, 
rnhiiftencc  to  many  poor  people : 
is  with  pleafiire  I  add,  that  I  am  inform¬ 
ed,  during  the  late  emigrations,  fewer 
none  of  his  grace’s  tenants  left  their  na¬ 
tive  country- ;  a  clear  demonftratioa  that 
they  are  eafy  and  happy  at  home. 

Thefe  inftances  of  humanity  and 
lie  fpirit  arc  worthy  the  imitation  of  cur 
nobility  and  gentry.  IIow  much 
ter  fuisfaCtion  would  they  have  vf 
fpendiPiT  their  fortunes  at  home,  and  •>* 
fording  a  comfortable  fubfiftencc  to®** 
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of  God  thin  all  the  philofopbert  of  pre- 
ceding  iget»  inftead  of  deviating  into 
H'cpticifmy  learned  to  adore  the  wife 
and  powerful  Creator  of  all?  Or  how 
muft  we  admire  the  and  pious  Ad- 
difon,  who  could,  by  mere  energy  of 
thought,  penetrate  fo  far  into  the  mural 
government  of  the  univerfc,  as  to  illuf- 
trate,  in  fuch  a  beautiful  manner,  the 
gradual  progrefs  of  rational  beings  to¬ 
wards  perfedion  ? 

Surely  the  pleafure  which  attends 
fuch  f|)ecuIat}on8  as  thefe  is  tlie  mod 
fublime  and  rational  that  can  be  enjoy¬ 
ed  by  the  mind  of  man.  How  fuperior 
a  delight  to  the  molt  rchned  indulgences 
uf  fenle  to  purl'ue  thefe  hints  with  an 
Addifun  or  a  Newton !  Wc  are  raifed 
above  this  via)rtd|  and  feem  to  grafp  the 
univerfc  in  our  enraptured  thought. 
Wc  look  forward  with  eager  expectation 
to  that  happy  iieritkl  which  will  free  us 
from  the  embarratfments  of  matter,  and 
render  us  capable  of  enlarging  our  know* 
ledge  through  the  eudlefo  ages  of  eter¬ 
nity.  When  one  cuuGdcrs  things  in 
this  liberal  view,  every  mean  and  unge¬ 
nerous  fentiment  inuft  ever  be  a  Granger 
to  his  breaG.  He  confidcrs  all  mankind 
as  his  brethren,  without  diGindtion  of 
nation  or  religious  profeGion — all  as  the 
children  of  the  frme  benevolent  Father, 
who  cannot  be  inRuenced  by  any  unge¬ 
nerous  motive  to  prefer  one  nation  or 
perfon  to  iholher.  Thofe  who  are  mif- 
Isd  by  mean  and  narrow  views,  the  libe¬ 
ral  minded  man  will  endeavour  to  re¬ 
claim.  For  this  end  he  will  let  before 
them  the  niunberlcfs  marks  ot  goudnefs 
diffufed  over  the  creation :  He  will  Giew 
forth  the  wifdom  of  God  difplaycil  in 
his  w'orks,  and  the  numberlefs  means 
of  happinefs  focoploully  fcattered  over 
the  univerfc.  What  foul  can  be  fo  nar¬ 
row— what  mind  fo  obfeured  by  igno¬ 
rance— as  to  overlook  tbefr  numerous 
fpurs  to  a  generous  condudl  ?  MuG  not 
IB  univerfal  love  to  mankiod  be  tke 
happy  conCoquence  of  a  convidtioa  that 
•  wife  and  gotni  Being  is  at  the  head  of 
tlie  uhivcrfe,  who  wiihcs  and  dcGgns 
the  happinefr  of  all  his  creatures,  and 
difcdts  ill  events  to  promote  their  final 
felicity.  Ever)’  perfon  of  a  liberal  turn 
of  mind  will  enter  into  the  views  of  tlie 
Creator  of  all,  and  will  make  tie  happi- 
ntfs  of  his  fellow -creatures  the  noble 
nile  of  his  conJudt.  IXc  will  make  no 
diGindtion  among  men  but  what  is  made 
by  a  virtuous  orviclous  demeanour ;  and 


thofe  who  have  onhappHy  indulged  iu 
the  latter,  he  will  ratl^  endeaimur  to 
reinGate  in  the  paths  of  virtue,  than  to 
purfoc  with  narrow-minded  malice. 

But  how  widely  diGcrcnt  is  ,the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  greateG  number  of  maoklnd? 
Abforbed  by  the  moG  contracted  views, 
and  dead  to  every  motive ^ of  gencrofity, 
they  live  only  tor  themfelves.  Every 
end  which  they  propofe  in  their  purfuiti 
centers  in  frlf-intereG  ;  and  the  naturd 
principles  which  lead  man  to  court  the 
joys  of  focial  life  have,  for  whole  centu* 
rics,  given  way  to  the  gloomy  enthu- 
fiafm  which  feeks  the  defart,  and  makes 
its  abode  in  the  caves  of  the  earths 
What  narrow  ideas  miiG  they  eatcrUiii 
of  divine  adminiGration,  w’ho  can,  tor  a 
moment,  think  that  Ibe  moG  acceptable 
fervicc  to  the' bounteous  Father  of  the 
univerfc  is  that  which  leads  beings  de- 
figned  for  fociety  to  embrace  the  ibli- 
tude  of  a  cloiGcr  ?  What  unw’orthy  fen- 
timents  muG  the  man  entertain  o|  the 
giKHlnefs  of  heaven,  who  can  once  ima¬ 
gine  that  he  ads  according  to  the  ends 
of  Providence,  in  fubjeding  hrmfelf  to 
corporal  penances,  or  in  denying  him- 
felf  every  comfort  uf^life  ?  BHnd,  indeed, 
miiG  fuch  a  man  be. to  the  nuxnberlcfr 
means  of  happinefs  fo  liberally  annexed 
to  this  life  by  the  bc^ficent  hand  of  na¬ 
ture  ! 

That  narrownefs  of  mind  which  leads 
to  fuperGition  and  'cnthufiaGn,  frp9 
forming  unworthy  ideas  of  God  and  his 
providence,  h^  l^en  of  a  very  uptveHhl 
nature.  Its  mifrhief  to  fociety  in  the 
preceding  ages  has  been  infinite;  nor 
hive  we  any  well-grounded  hopes  that 
it  will  for  many  ages  be  intirely  fuper- 
feded  by  a  more  Hheral  way  of  thinluof* 

But  there  is  Gill  another  fpccies  of  j 
narrownefs  of  fentiment,  arifing  from  St 
inherent  weaknefs  and  depravity  of 
foul,  which  leads  to  an  oppofitc  extreme 
from^  the  former,  vix.  to  infidelity  and 
fccptlcifm.  But  the  cGeds  of  this  have 
in  no  age  been  very  general.  In  the  hi- 
inan  breaG  there  is  naturally  irnpUnt^ 
a  belief  of  Deity  ; — and  fo  difiRcuh  It 
or  rather  lb  impoGible,  to  root  out  this 
perfiiarion/that  it  hath  Iwen  juGljr 
tionci  whether  an  AtbeiG  by  prindple 
ever  appeared  in  the  world.  Certain  it 
is,  h  »wcver,  that  there  have  been  a  few 
perfms  who,  notwithGinding  thccon- 
vidioii  of  their  own  minds,  in  the  fober  : 
intervals  of  reafirn,  have  doubted— a^  * 
publiGiud  to  the  world  their  doubla'"^  ' 
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the  exiftcnce  of  God>  ind  of  tfaeiklmiiii* 
llratioQ  uf  providence. — But  tbefe  two 
glaring  and  liatal  effeds  of  nirrowneft  of 
mind  well  deferve  a  particular  confide 
ration.  We  will  therefbrei  in  our  neiit 
Niimbery  inquire  how  faperftition  and 
enthuliafm  take  their  rtfie  from  this  prin¬ 
ciple — with  the  gradual  procefs  by  which 
they  make  their  way  into  the  human 
mind — and,  on  fome  future  occafion, 
we  will  alfo  endeavour  to  delineate  the 
progrefs  of  infidelity.

S  I  R, 

F  all  the  ftudies  that  aflbrd  pleafure 
and  entertainment  to  the  human 
mind,  that  of  uatural  hiftory  muft  be 
ranked  amongft  the  firft,  both  on  ac¬ 
count  of  its  variety  and  ufefnlnefs.  It 
has  ever  engaged  the  refcarches  of  the 
mod  knowing  and  learned  part  of  man¬ 
kind,  who  have  turned  their  attention 
2nd  purfuits  to  the  improvement  of  the 
different  branches  of  that  noble  fcieiice: 
fome  in  ranging  the  various  ciafies  of 
animals  and  vegetables  under  their  pro¬ 
per  heads,  and  didinguiihing  them  by 
their  names ;  others  in  delineating  the 
admirable  drudure  of  their  parts,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  fuitable  provifion  that  is 
made  for  their  Aiblidencc ;  and  others 
in  derci'ihing  their  various  operationf, 
and  the  changes  and  revolutions  which 
they  undergo.  I  cannot,  however,  think 
•that  the  time  and  abilities  of  theie  men 
have  been  alike  ufcfully  employed.  To 
fludy  the  .tames  of  the  different  kinds 
of  animals  and  vegetables  that  are  upon 
the  earth,  and  to  know  the  genus  tp 
which  every  fpecies  of  them  belongs, 
may  be  ufeful  in  leading  us  to  iomc 
higher  knowledge — to  more  intcrefting 
and  important  difeoveries  concerning 
them  ;  hut,  if  we  are  not  thereby  led  to 
inquire  into  their  natures  and  proper¬ 
ties,  ftich  a  ftudy  can  be  of  very  Kttlc 
avail  to  ourfehret  or  others  ;  and  to  de- 
fetibe  the  different  operations  of  tlic 
meaneft  infied,  Ihc  various  tranfmuta- 
tions  of  its  Rate,  and  the  manner  how 
thefe  are  performed,  is  a  more  valuable 
acquifition  to  fcience  than  the  moft  ac- 
eurate  lift  and  complete  narration  of  the 
names  of  thedifferent  obie^athat  be  long 
$-0  the  ftudy  iof  paturai  hikory.  Ths*a

Sand  in^^enuity  of  men,  but  that 
les  us  with  new  fubjeA  of  admira¬ 
tion  of  the  wildom  of  the  Creator,  which 
is  difplayed  in  the  fmalleft  as  well  as  in 
the  greateft  of  his  works. 

The  uncommon  heat  and  duration  of 
the  laft  year’s  fumiii<r- weather  muft 
have  been  very  favourable  for  the  gene- 
ratine  of  infeds ;  many  proofs  of  which 
I  obferved  in  the  great  havock  which 
the  caterpillar  made  of  the  kail  in  every 
part  of  the  country  I  had  occafion  to  be 
in.  It  is  well  known  that  a  fpccies  of 
thefe  infefts  Is  produced  from  the  eggs 
of  butterflies,  depolited  generally  in  tht 
onter  blades  of.  cabbages;  that  they 
arc  there  nouriflied  for  fome  months  | 
and  that,  after  being  fetiirated  with  fueh 
food,  and  attaining  to  the  full  maturity 
and  perfedion  of  their  wormilh  ftate, 
they  then  crawl  into  houfes,  or  fneh 
lurking  places  as  are  near  them,  that 
may  bi^  defend  them  from  the  feverity 
of  the  winter,  where,  after  pafling  thro* 
an  intermediate  (Ute,  they  come  out 
butterflies  in  the  flicceeding  fummer. 

I  was  aftonilbed,  one  day  in  the  end 
of  September  laft,  upon  feeing  an  incre¬ 
dible  mimber  of  th^e  infers  all  round 
the  fide-walls  of  one  of  the  rooms  of 
my  boufe,  and  the  different  attitudes 
and  poitures  they  were  in.  Some  of 
them  were  crawling  up,  and  others  a- 
crofs  the  w'all ;  fome  were  immoveably 
fixed,  and  feemingly  rootionlcfs ;  whilft 
others  were  tofliag  their  heads  backwards 
and  forwards  over  their  backs,  and  q- 
thers  quite  transformed  from  their  wor- 
mifli  into  what  is  called  their  o/r 

aureVta  ftate.— Nor  was  I  at  firft  more 
ftnick  with  aftonifl.ment  in  viewing 
their  numbers,  than  1  was  i^crwaHs 
puzzled  to  account  for  their  getting 
there.  I  was  fatisfied  that  they  did  nut 
come  441  at.  the-door  or  wii^ws  ;  and 
as  there  was  no  other  opening  into  the 
room  but  that  of  the  chimney,  1  coin 
cbided  that  they  muft  have  dualled  to 
the  top  of  the  outflde  of  the  wallj  and 
came  down  through  that  paflage  into 
the  room.

ntcelfary  ornaments  that  ferve  as  a 
warning  to  convince  the  public,  that 
in  England  there  does  cxilt  in  our 
law-books  fuch  a  thin^  as  treafon  ;  and 
tfut  there  arc  no  individuals  among  us 
that  have  a  pecpliap  privilege  of  being 
traitors  and  re^U  with  impunity.-r- 
Ijeads  thus  expofed  arc  an  excellent  fpe- 
cific  to  prevent  the  tuin  qf  thoufands, 
preferve  peace  in  focicty,  and  fccurc 
obedience  to  legal  government.

'HE  only  alteration  in  winter  food  is 
turnips,  which  U  a  great  improve- 
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ment ;  I  always  feed  my  (beep  with  hay 
when  the*  ground  is  covered  with  fnow, 
and  even  when  the  fnow  is  going  off 
they  will  eat  hay,  but  turnips  they  eat 
all  the  winter  over  and  fpring. 

Anf  a.  There  is  a  diftemper  the  (beep 
are  fubjedt  to,  commonly  called  the 
Sturdy^  which  10  a  diftemper  in  the 
brain ;  I  know  of  no  cure  but  trepa- 
ning,  which  has  been  done  but  fcldom 
with  fuccefs.  The  fcab  too  is  fome 
times  very  troublcfomc;  tarwas  formerly 
the  only  remedy,  which  hurt  the  wool 
very  much ;  but  the  following  receipt  I 
ftna  cures  it  effe^ually,  and  does  not 
fpoil  the  wool. 

Receipt  for  Scabbed  Sheep, 

Boil  a  half-pound  of  tobacco  among 
fix  chopins  of  chamber-lee,  a  handful  of 
the  tops  of  broom i  drain  off  and  boil 
the  liquid ;  to  each  bottle  put  a  gill  of 
the  fpirit  of  turpentine ;  bore  a  hole 
through  the  cork  and  put  a  goofe  quill 
in  it ;  fhake  the  mixture  through  the 
quill  on  the  fcab  and  round  it ;  if  the 
fcab  is  hard  it  muft  be  done  tw  ice. 

Anf,  3.  1  turn  the  tup  to  the  ewet  a- 
bout  the  middle  of  October. 

Anf  4.  The  lambing  feafon  about  the 
middle  of  March. 

Anf,  5.  There  is  no  fixed  rule  for  the 
number  of  ewes  to  a  tup,  feme  more, 
fomc  fewer ;  I  commonly  keep  one  tup 
to  thrcefcorc  ewes. 

Anf  6.  I  know  no  remedy  againft  the 
carion  crow  deftroying  the  young  lambs, 
but  by  deftroying  the  crows. 

Anf.  7.  r  milk  my  ewes  five  or  fix 
weeks  after  the  Iambs  are  taken  off ;  it  it 
hurtful  to  the  ewe,  but  I  have  advan¬ 
tage  from  the  cheefe  and  butter,  which 
does  more  than  make  it  up,  as  I  fell  my 
milked  ewes  within  is.  or  is.  6d.  of 
thofe  I  du  not  milk,  and  the  value  of 
milk  it  about  as.  6d.  each  ewe.

Hy  a  Member  of  the  Univerjity* 

'"PIUS  oration  is  aferihed  to  the  leam- 
X  cd  author  of  the  Pcrlian  Grammar, 
and  of  Poefeos  AJiattex  Commentaria,-^ 
Why  it  was  not  fpoken  we  are  not  told, 
hat  have  reafon  to  rejoice,  if  to  that  wc 
owe  the  pleafurc  of  j>eruling  it. 

Tile  profcifed  defign  of  this  oration  is 
to  remove  a  pernicious  prejudice  which 
too  generally  prevails  againft  men  of  let¬ 
ters,  as  if  learning  was  “  deflru^tive  of 
manly  fplrit,  unfavourable  to  freedom, 
and  introdudive  of  a  flavifli  obfequiouf- 
iiefs  to  the  rich  and  powerful/*  With 
this  view  our  orator  fupports  the  honour 
and  independence  of  literature,  difplays 
the  tranfeendent  advantages  of  the  uni- 
Nerlity  of  Oxford,  and  points  out  her 
luperior  excellence  above  all  other  feats 
el  the  Mufes  with  which  the  world  was 
ever  adorned — above  all  the  philofophic 
bowers  and  (tudioiis  walks  of  antiquity. 
I  rom  this  general  panegyric  he  defeends 
to  an  encomium  on  “  two  molt  excel¬ 
lent  perlons,  whofc  merits  have  now 
railed  them  to  ftations  of  high  dignity, 
and  whole  works  w'ill  remain  a  lafling 
monument  of  their  genius  and  abilities 
to  the  latcft  poftcrity. 

“  'Tile  Hril  *  of  them  (he  adds)  has 
difeovered  the  important  art  of  uniting 
the  inoft  extenfive  erudition  w’ith  the 
finefi  lade  ;  and  has  Hicwn,  with  all  the 
purity  and  elegance  of  the  Latin  ftile, 
liow  far  the  noblell  produdions  of  the 
heathen  world  are  furpafl'ed  in  grandeur 
of  images,  fublimity  of  exprelfion,  and 
m.igniticcnce  of  compofition,  by  the  on¬ 
ly  poets  who  were  literally  and  truly  in- 
fpired,  Ifaiah,  David,  Solomon. 

“  The  fecond  f ,  whom  my  particular 
Andies  oblige  me  to  mention  with  the 
highelt  reverence,  has  accomplilhed  a 
talk  no  Id’s  noble  in  its  objed  than  diffi¬ 
cult  in  its  execution.  The  principles  of 
our  admirable  laws,  which  before  were 
dirpt  rlVd  at  random  in  art  infinite  num- 
l<r  of  volumes,  are  now,  by  his  labours, 
fo  pcrfpicuoufly  and  elegantly  traced  to 
their  fourcc  in  fo  difiind  a  method,  and 
lo  comprehcnfivc  a  plan,  that  bis  Com-

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mentaries,  like  the  twelve  tables  of  (he 
Romans,  are  already  far  fuperior  in  ufe- 
fiilnefs,  and  will,  many  ages  hence,  Jbe 
equal  in  authority  to  a  whole  fibrafy  of 
undigeltcd  compilations ;  and,  as  a  great 
lawyer  formerly  wiffied,  the  ftudent  rtiay 
now  have  leifurc,  without  neglcding'  his 
principal  objed,  td  cultivate  thofe  parts 
of  learning  which  polidi  and  adorn  civil 
litc^  relieve  the  fatigues  of  fevtfer  occu¬ 
pations,  and  give  a  real  weight  to  fcicncc

Having  proved  the  infcfiofity  of' the 
antients,  little  pains  are  required  to  ffiew 
the  preference  of  our  univerfities  to 
thofe  of  modem  nations ;  and  here, 
confining  himfclf  to  a  curfory  view  of 
the  French^  Mr  Jones  maintains,  that 
neither -in  poetry,  mufic,  or  eUHjnence^ 
much  Icfs  in  antient  literature,  arc  thejr 
our  mailers;  that  their  mafic  h  noily 
and  olfenfive  to  a  judicious  car,  their 
poetry  lifelefs  and  infiptd,  and  that  of 
eloquence  they  have  not  even  the  idea. 

In  conclufion,  from  the  praifes  of 
learning  he  proceeds  to  demonflrale  f  he 
importance  and  neceiTiiy  of  virtue; 
from  contemplation  he  uiges  his  hearers 
.  toadion,  as  the  completion  of  the  work; 
and,  as  inllances  of  learned  men  who 
have  nobly  afiferted  the  rights  of  their 
fellow'cititcns,  recals  to  their  minds 
three  of  the  grtalcft  who  ever  adorned 
this  ifland,  Sclden,  Milton,  Locke ; 
“  the  firA  of  whom  e()ual  to  Varro  in 
knowledge,  and  to  Cato  in  the  great* 
nefs  of  his  foul  and  his  zeal  for  freedom  ; 
the  fecond  fublime  as  a  poet,  copious  as 
an  orator,  profound  as  a  fcholar ;  and

themfclves  valuable  members  of  foclety^ 
by  inventions  anil  improvements  which 
may  conduce  to  the  eafe,  pleafure,  or 
happinefs  of  the  public  in  general.  Mr 
dc  Bernicres  has  invented  a  boat  which, 
'though  built  of  the  fame  proportions  of 
thofc  generally  ufed,  yet  nevcrthelcfs 
will  not  fink;  though  there  be  perfons 
within  it,  and  alfo  the  boat  filled  with 
water;  an  experiment  was  tried  of  it  near 
the  I*  Hotel  des  Invalides  on  the  Seine. 
A  boat  of  equal  fize  and  dimcnfions, 
with  feven  perfons  in  it,  was  fet  on  float, 
and  the  water  being  let  in,  it  went  down 
to  the  bottom  of  the  river.  The  fame 
number  of  perfons  were  placed  in  Mr 
de  Rernicres’s  boat,  which  was  alfo  fil¬ 
led  with  water,  but  nevcrthelcfs  did  not 
fink,  but  the  people  in  it  crolTcd  the 
river  without  fear. — The  above  trial 
was  made  before  a  vaft  concourfe  of 
fpeiftators,  and  fcveral  perfons  o(  diflin- 
guiilied  rank,  when  the  invention  was 
highly  applauded  ;  and  it  is  faid  he  will 
be  allowed  a  pcnfion  to  difeover.  his 
.  feheme  for  the  good  of  the  nation  hi  ge¬ 
neral,  as  it  undoubtedly  will  l>c  of  the 
greatcR  fcrvicc  where  there  arc  ferries 
andboats,andmaybcmc0n(tant  ufc,  as  it 
will  confcqucntly  prevent  the  many  ac¬ 
cidents  which  otherwife  might  happen 
fiom  the  ufe  of  fuch  boats.

If  this  iz 
really  the  cafe,  and  they  are  determined 
to  ad  upon  the  defenlive  only,  and  to- 
fire  their  cities  and  habitations  upon  the 
fea-coaft,  whiyi  w'c  arc  upon  the  point 
of  pofieffing  them,  our  work  will  never 
be  done ;  our  Lives,  on  the  contrary,  will 
be  in  perpetual  danger  from  the  innu¬ 
merable  fnares  that  are  laid  for  them. 

“  We  have  now  a  very  good  fupply 
of  fait  provifions,  a  great  quantity  of 
rum,  an  immenfe  quantity  of  ammuni¬ 
tion  of  ail  kinds,  and,  what  is  beft  of  all^ 
the  very  people  who  w’ccxpcdcd  would 
oppofe  us,  arc  coming  over  to  us  in 
great  numbers.  So  far  from  dreading 
an  abridgement  of  their  liberties,  and  a. 
military  government,  according  to  the 
predidious  of  their  leaders,  they  feem  to 
court  our  friendfliip,  and  to  rely  upon 
our  promife  and  integrity;  and  it  is  the 
with  of  every  one  of  us,  that  fuch  a  dif- 
polition  may  be  encouraged,  and  that 
they  may  never  have  reafon  to  repent 
it.  To  coRchide,  lord  Howe  is.  hourly 
expeded,  and  that  he  may  bring  an  olive 
branch  inftcad  of  the  fword,  and  pre¬ 
vent  the  efiufion  of  human  blood,  is  tba 
hearty  wilh  of,  Yours,  &c."

He  alfo 
polled  two  battalions  of  light  infintry, 
Grant  and  Macdonald’s  corps,  and  the 
reft  of  the  American  voliintiers,  on  dif¬ 
ferent  works  we  had  thrown  up  on  our 
left,  to  guard  the  road  towards  Brunf- 
wick,  and  three  companies  of  Clinton*! 
grenadiers  in  a  redoubt  on  a  hill,  about 
three  miles  from  Amboy,  where  we 
mounted  fix  twelve-jx^iinders  to  foour 
the  country  between  them  and  Raritan 
river.  That  afternoon  our  fpies  brought 
intelligence,  that  a  large  body  of  the 
enemy  were  on  their  march  from  Phila¬ 
delphia  ;  and  the  fame  evening  feme  of 
our  veflels  returned  to  Staten  Ifland 
from  New- York  bay,  and  acquainted 
the  general  that  a  large  body  of  the  re¬ 
bels,  under  gen.  Putnam,  had  eroded 
Parole*s-li()ok  ferry  in  fpiteof  ourlhips, 
who  were  kept  from  annoying  the©  by 
the  ftrong  fouthern  winds. 

“  On  the  19th,  we  received  further 
accounts  that  a  large  body  of  the  enesny 
were  on  their  march  from  New- Ark  to 
form  a  junction  with  thofc  coming  from 
Philadelphia,  and  to  attack  us  tbe  neit 
morning:  upon  which  we  were  drawn 
out  in  line  of  battle,  and  lay  on  our 
arms  all  night.  Our  right  wing  extend 
ed  to  the  lower  part  of  Woodbridge» 
and  our  left  to  the  Amboy  road.  Oco* 
Clinton’s  army  formed  our  fecond  line} 
and  the  grenadiers,  who  were  podedoi 
the  high  hill  above  the  fchool-hoo^i 
formed  our  referve.  Our  intcIHgeoJ 
that  evening  was,  that  the  enemy  k* 
joined,  and  were  within  five  miles  of  Ph 
and  the  next  morning  w’e  difcuwrcd 
tliem  marching  towards  us  in 
liirnns,  one  by  the  Boundbro^-ro» 
an.

they  did  not  like.  At  the  fame  time 
the  tv\o  column*  advanced  yerj  quick 
to  attack  our  rtrft  line,  and  part  of  their 
large  column  tiled  off  towards  the  church 
artd  meeting-houfe,  and  began  a  running 
tire  on  our  light  infantry,  but  were  lb 
warmly  received,  that  they  foon  retreat- 
eil.  The  main  body,  not  finding  their 
attacks  fucecd,  did  not  come  near 
ctK»ugli  for  us  to  do  any  execution  with 
our  linall  arms,  though  they  mull  have 
filtered  greatly  from  our  artillery,  which 
was  very  well  ferved.  The  gentry  from 
the  fouthward  w'ere  greatly  mauled,  and 
did  not  maintain  their  ground  long ; 
bji,  as  loon  as  they  gave  way,  the  rout 
became  general,  and  our  troops  purfued 
them  feveral  miles,  and  took  many  pri- 
foners.  Immediately  after  the  battle, 
the  general  ordered  the  light  infantry  of 
tl»e  whole  army  to  inarch  to  the  Bla¬ 
zing-liar  ferry,  and  from  thence  to  pro- 
cicil  to  Bergeu-town,  to  prevent  any  of 
the  rebels  from  efcaping  to  Powle’s- 
hook,  and  to  defiroy  the  ferry-boats  on 
tlie  rivers  between  that  place  and  New- 
Ark.  To-morrow  the  army  will  march 
in  purluit  of  them ;  and  I  believe  very 
few  ot  Putnam’s  corps  wdll  ever  join 
Vv  alhington’s,  asd  think  they  will  make 
the  bell  of  their  way  to  their  own  homes. 
1  ‘im  ordered  to  this  place  for  fome 
ftores  belonging  to  our  regiment,  and 
have  hired  a  boat  to  carry  this  on  board 
vi^l  laller,  which  is  to  fail  this  evening 
to  Sandy-hook  ;  and  perhaps  it  may 
reach  you  before  the  packet’s  letters, 
which  will  not  fail  with  the  general’s 
difpatches  till  to-morrow.”

Morris,  after  having  the  two 
bones  of  his  fore- arm  fliattered  by  a 
chain  (hot,  and  a  wound  from  a  ball  in 
his  neck,  was  taken  iutij  the  ccxkpit, 
where  he  readily  fubmiited  to  amputa¬ 
tion,  which  was  performed  juft  above 
the  elbow.  During  the  operation,  a 
red  hot  ball  went  through  the  cockpit, 
which  killed  two  of  the  furgeon’s  aflil- 
tauts,  and  wounded  the  purfer.  After 
the  confufion  which  this  circumftance 
occafioned  was  ovtT,  capt.  Morris  inlift- 
cd  on  Ixing  carried  on  the  quarter-deck 
to  refume  his  command:  Tliis  was 
complied  wnth,  and  he  continued  the 
fight  for  a  confuletable  time  after,  till 
he  w’ar.  lliot  through  the  b<Kly.  A  pro¬ 
digious  ctfufion  of  blood  followed  ;  and 
his  diflblution  being  apparently  at  hand, 
one  of  the  officers  afked  him  if  he  hr'ul 
.any  dirciftions  to  give  with  refped  to 
his  family  ?  To  which  he  heroically  an- 
fwered,  “  None!  he  left  them  to  the 
froUificK  of  Codf  and  the  generofty  of  bis 
country,** 

It  is  faid  a  monument  w'ill  cre^e.d 
to  the  memory  of  the  brave  .capt.  Mor¬ 
ris,  in  \Venminfler-Al>bcy,  at  tlie  cx- 
pence  of  government. 

The  cannon  which  did  (W  (liips  fuch 
mifehief  in  the  attack  of  a  fort  in 
Charles-town  river,  were  the  two-and- 
forty  ponndeix  of  tV’  Foudroyant,  a 
French  Ibip  taken  laft  w'ar,  and  which, 
at  the  detke  of  the  governor,  were 
made  a  present  of  to  the  province  of 
South  Carolina. — The  rebels,  it  is  fai(t^ 
made  a  bridge  of  boats  from  the  conti¬ 
nent  to  the  ifland  on  which  the  fort 
fto(¥)>  and  as  fqon  as  any  of  their  men 
were  wounded  fetched  frefh  fupplies.”

nppeart.  grievouHy  vexed  at  being  tahtO* 
Wc  expect  to  pick  up  a  great  many 
more  of  the  minilterial  troops  in  thi* 
harbour.*^

The  Americans  have  fuch  a  number 
of  privateers  at  fea,  that  fcarce  a  fliip 
has  arrived  from  the  Weft  India  iflands^ 
but  has  been  chafed  by  them. 

Six  privateers  arc  taking  in  their 
ftores  at  Gravefend,  and  will  be  ready 
to  fail  next  week.  They  are  ordered  to 
make  the  heft  of  their  way  to  meet  the 
Jamaica  Ihips,  in  order  to  protcA  them 
from  tlie  American  privateers. 

Four  iliips  are  ftill  mifiing  of  the  Weft 
India  fleet,  and  the  underwriters  w’ere 
in  hopes  on  the  arrival  of  the  Lifbon 
inail,  that  they  were  fafe  in  that  har¬ 
bour,  but  no  fuch  good  it^ws  came. 

A  vcfTcl  is  failed  w'ith  difpfitches  for 
St  Helena,  which  contains  an  order  that 
the  homcward-boimd  F.aft  India  Ihips^ 
which  aie  next  expeded,  do  wait  there 
till  fome  frigates  o  war  arrive,  in  order 
to  convey  them  fafe  to  England ;  as 
certain  .advice  is  received  that  feveral 
American  rcfl'eis  are  failed  to  intercept 
them. 

By  returns  made  to  the  war-oflTicc# 
avc  are  informed  that  there  is  no  Icfs 
than  .roo  of  the  guards,  .^50  of  the  HdT- 
iians,  and  750  of  the  liigldanders,  with 
their  ftores  and  accoutrements,  taken 
by  the  provincial  privateers,  and  carried 
into  the  different  ports  of  America.

at  night. — A  very  unlucky  accident  hap¬ 
pened  to  our  flirps.  I'wo  of  the  fri¬ 
gates  ran  foul  of  one  another,  and  One 
run  a-eround  for  want  of  pilots.  As  the 
battery  was  not  lilcnced,  we  did  not  at¬ 
tack  the  ilUud  on  the  other  fide  as  we 
intended. 

“  The  navy  behaved  with  their  ufusi 
bravery’  and  a<51ivity,  keeping  up  amofl 
furious  cannonading  upon  the  battery. 
— The  troops  are  all  well,  and  in  high 
fpirits.  The  rebels  hanged  up,  over 
one  of  their  batteries,  in  the  time  of  the 
ai^tion,  a  failor  who  had  deferted  from 
one  of  the  tranfports.  I'hc  weather  is 
exceedingly  hot ;  the  mutketoes  and  in¬ 
fects  very  troublefome.  Wc  have  had 
no  frelh  provilions  thefe  four  months, 
but  hope  to  be  better  off  in  a  few  weeks, 
as  it  is  thought  we  are  to  join  the* army 
at  New-York.”

On  the  9th  of  laft  month,  I  landed 


here  with  400  men  s  gen.  Clinton  ami 
lord  Cornwallis  with  the  army  on  the 
i6th.  On  the  a8th,  the  difpofition  for 
attacking  the  rebels  was  made,  who 
were  encamped  on  Sullivan’s  Ifland. 
The  troops  were  ordered  into  the  boats 
about  twelve  o’clock,  but  not  to  land 
till  the  commodore  had  filenced  a  bat¬ 
tery  in  the  harbour  of  Charles- town. 
Sir  Peter  Parker,  with  two  fifty-giiu 
fliips  and  Ibmc  frig.ites,  went  up  to  the 
fort  about  eleven  oV'lock.  After  a  can¬ 
nonading  of  nine  hours,  the  victory  wag 
not  ours.  The  battery  not  being  filcn- 
ced,  it  was  not  thought  advifcabic  for 
the  .army  to  make  the  att.ack.  The 
c<nnmodorc  informs  the  general,  that 
the  navy  have  450  killed  and  wounded. 
One  frigate  was  loft.  As  foon  as  the 
ibips  have  watered,  we  arc  to  join  the 
grand  army.  1  have  the  pleafure  to  ac¬ 
quaint  you,  that  lord  Cornwallis  is  in 
perfed  health  ;  and  that  1  am  well,  not- 
withftanding  my  cloaths  have  not  been 
oft' fincc  the  9th  of  laft  monih.  1  have 
no  chair  nor  table  ;  you  muft  therefore. 
Sir,  make  out  this  fcrawl  in  the  belt 
manner  you  can.” 

The  I.ondon  Gazette,  brought  by 
yefteiday’s  poft,  contains  his  majefty’s 
order  in  council,  that  the  fevcral  boun¬ 
ties  offcretl  to  fuch  able  and  ordinary 
feamen  as  ihall  enter  into  his  majefty’a 
royal  navy,  on  or  before  the  ^xft  of  thia 
month,  fhould  be  prolonged  ami  extend¬ 
ed  to  the  3xft  day  of  Odober  next  in- 
clufive. . 

The  lime  Gazette  contains  a  like  or¬ 
der  for  prohibiting,  for  three  months 
from  the  a3d  inftant,  the  tranfporting 
out  of  tliis  kingdom,  or  carrying  roa ft  • 
wife,  any  gunpowder,  faltpctrc,  or  any 
fort  of  arms  or  ammunition. 

Like  wife  a  proclamation  by  the  lord 
lieutenant  of  Ireland,  proroguing  the 
meeting  of  the  parliament  of  th<it  king¬ 
dom  to  Tuefday  the  a9th  day  of  Octo¬ 
ber  next. 

On  Tuefday  fe’en-night,  paiVed  thro’ 
Aberdeen,  in  his  way  fouthward,  his 
grtice  the  duke  of  Buccleugh.  At  Gor- 
don-caftlc,  .n  few  days  before,  were  four 
dukes,  viz..
